As we’v* mentio ned befo re, tax ­ 
pay ers 
have 
reached 
th* po int 
where they refuse to g ive their 
So cal scho o ls mo re mo ney . Aa a 
result, 
a 
vacuum 
is 
created. 
Peo pl* want g o o d scho o ls, even 
tho ug h 
they refuse 
to 
pay fo r 
them . The pressure then is o n the 
state and the federal g o vernment 
to fill the vacuum. 


Th* lo cal tax pay er still pay s the 
bill. Hi* do llars may be ex tracted 
less painfully thro ug h sale tax es 
and inco me tax es, 
but he still 
pay s the bill. In additio n, “ have” 
co mmunities, auch a* Dix o n, pay 
mo re and g et less fro m state and 
federal aid. Bo th are leveling pro ­ 
cesses, because funds g o into o ne 
po t and are distributed equally to 
bo th “ have” and “ have no t” sec­ 
tio ns o f th* state and the natio n.

One o f the lo ng -term critic­ 
isms o f the state scho o l setup 
Is the electio n o f the state su­ 
perintendent o f public instruc­ 
tio n o n a po litical basis. 


Eig hteen statewide o rg anizatio ns 
no w are backing a pro po sal to 
establish a state bo ard o f educa­ 
tio n.

W. Dulles. 


They g o t to g ether at 10:25 a m 
fo r a scheduled two -ho ur co nfer­ 
ence at the Atlantic sho re ho me 
o f the president . elect s parents. 
The advance wo rd wag that neither 
Kennedy no r Dulles wo uld have 
any public statem ent o n the sub­ 
stance o f the briefing . 


The sessio n was put o n the Ken­ 
nedy schedule three day s ag o — 
abo ut 48 ho urs in advance o f Ei­ 
senho wer’s o rder to U. S. naval 
units to defend revo lt-threatened 
Guatem ala and Nicarag ua ag ainst 
any Co mmunist-led attack. 


After the Eisenho wer o rder — is­ 
sued at the request o f Guatemala 
and N icarag ua—the president-elect 
was repo rted to be ex pecting a de­ 
tailed briefing fro m Dulles o n the 
backg ro und which bro ug ht o n the 
President’s 
actio n.

Faced with this info rmatio n. Ei­ 
senho wer and Secretary o f State 
Christian A. H eller jo intly decided 
the time had co me to act m ilitari­ 
ly to blo ck Castro .

OTTAWA, 111. <PP)—Three murder indictments charg ­ 
ing Chester O. Weg er, 2 1 , with slay ing three Chicag o area 
wo men in Starv ed Ro ck State Park were returned to day by 
the LaSalle Co unty g rand jury . 
The panel filed six indictments ag ainst Weg er befo re 
Circuit Judg e Leo nard Ho ffman, three accusing him o * ear­ 
lier crimes ag ainst v ictims way laid in lo nely sectio ns o f an­ 
o ther state park nearby . 
The indictments came quickly 
fo llo wing the fo rmer park lo dg e 
kitchen helper s co nfessio n Thurs­ 
day and re-enactment o f the kill­ 
ing s. 
The victims, pro minent River­ 
side. 111., matro ns, were bludg ­ 
eo ned in a lo nely park cany o n 
March 14. 
Besides the three m urder indict­ 
ments, the g rand jury returned 
accusatio ns o f: 
1. Ro bbery and larceny July 24, 
1959 In Mathiessen State Park; 
the victim was Virg inia Funfsin 
o f LaMo iile. 
2. Armed ro bbery , larceny and 
assault with a deadly weapo n, 
also in Mathiessen State Park, 
Sept. 13, 1959, when Weg er was 
charg ed with prey ing upo n Jam es 
Supan o f I/>*tant and Jean Kapp, 
fo rmerly o f Lo stant and no w a 
Peo ria resident. 
3. Rape o f Miss Kapp. 
Weg er, a dishwasher at the park 
lo dg e at the tim e o f the triple 
killing , bro ke do wn early Thurs­ 
day and to ld autho rities he slew 
the wo men during a ro bbery at­ 
tem pt. The priso ner, who has a 
sex o ffense reco rd dating back 
seven y ears, denied sex wa* a 
mo tive. 
State’s Atty . Harland W arren in­ 
dicated a speedy trial wo uld be 
so ug ht fo r Weg er, m arried and the 
father o f two . W arren said Weg - 
e r’s 19 -y ear-o ld wife, Jo Ann. helped 
persuade her husband to co nfess. 
Victims o f the fiendish killing s, 
all wives o f Chicag o business ex ­ 
ecutives, were Mrs. Frances M ur­ 
phy . 47. Mrs. Mildred Lindquist 
and Mrs. Lillian Oetting , bo th 50. 
Autho rities said Weg er had a 
reco rd fo r rape when he was o nly 
14 y ears o ld. During questio ning 
abo ut 
the

early 
Thursday , they said, he adm itted 
ano ther rape. 
Investig ato rs said the victim was 
a 17-y ear-o ld g irl who was taken 
at g unpo int fro m her 18 -y ear-o ld 
esco rt 
while

Starved Ro ck State Park last y ear. 
Po lice said Weg er related he used 
a rifle to fo rce the g irl to bind her 
esco rt and then assaulted her.

He lived amo ng the po licemen 
who ham m ered away , finally crack­ 
ing his sto ne-face denials. 
Then, in a to rrent o f so bbing , h* 
co nfessed to po lice that he w as 
the killer o f three Chicag o a re a 
wo men 
in 
Starved 
Ro ck 
Stat* 
Park March 14. 
He was a dishwasher in th* 
park s main lo dg e when the wo m­ 
en war* brutally btaten to death. 
He kept the jo b fo r six week* 
afterward. 
Often he carried fo o d and co ffee 
to stat* tro o pers assig ned to th* 
case and quartered in cabins near 
th* lo dg e. 
After 
mo nths 
o f 
investig atio n 
and several lie detecto r tests, po ­ 
lio * were co nvinced that Weg er, 
21, was the killer. They put him 
under 24-ho ur surveillance. 
Weg er knew 15 plainclo thesmen 
were assig ned to tail him. He o c- 
casio nally laug hed and waved a t 
them. Several times w'hile hunt­ 
ing h* po inted his g un at his sha­ 
do wers—and laug hed. 
Weg er, a rug g edly built m an 
who has hunted and fished in th* 
park area fo r IO y ears, was co m­ 
po sed as he led po lice thro ug h St. 
Lo uis Cany o n in the park, wher* 
tile wo men s bo dies wer» fo und. 
In an almo st matter-o f-fact m an­ 
ner he to ld ho w he clubbed three 
wo men to death as they pleaded 
fo r their lives. 
Weg er lived in an apartm ent be­ 
hind a LaSalle tavern Aith his 19- 
y ear-o ld wife and their children, 2 
and I y ears o ld. 
“ We were alway s po o r," he said. 
"Peo ple called us hillbillies. I’ve 
had so me fig hts o ver it. and so 
has my dad.” 
Weg er went to wo rk as a painter 
fo r his father after quitting the 
dishwashing jo b.

Am r too sensitive? I do my 
mother's shopping for her. During 
the week I often visit her or take 
her out in the car with the chil­ 
dren. On weekends we have her 
and my father with us for at least 
one meal. But she s got a habit 
that upsets me terribly. The mo­ 
ment the car stops before her 
house she says: “ When will I see 
you again?” And my hands begin 
to shake . . . 
Answer: Maybe your hands want 
to push her away. Maybe their 
trembling is a protest against the 
suggestion of neglectfulness behind 
your m others “ When will I see 
you again?” 
Making other people feel neglect­ 
ful is one of the ways by which a 
possessive 
person expresses his 
wish to absorb us. 
The possessive person’s stock-in- 
trade is his image of himself as 
an inoffensive, unselfish, generous 
person. His whole life structure 
would collapse if he registered any 
selfish wishes in himself. So, to 
maintain his view of himself as 
unselfish, he expresses these selfish 
wishes by accusing others of neg­ 
lectfulness — by such questions as 
your mother's. 
We cannot do anything about this 
self-delusion of the possessive per­ 
son. But we can try and respect 
our own protesting response to 
him. Instead of resenting our hands 
for shaking when he makes his hid­ 
den demands for more of our time 
and attention, we can look at those 
hands and think. 
“ Yes, you are much more hon­ 
est than I can yet be with my­ 


self. You are shaking with th* 
impulse to shove this aggress r 
away. 
I 
understand 
this 
even 
though my conscience isn’t ready 
to let me know I w'ant to shove him 
away, too.” 


When our tongues are ready to 
speak the protesting language of 
our hands, we say to the possessive 
person: 


“ Look, I give you as much time 
and attention as I can spare from 
my home and my family. Why do 
you try to make me feel unhappy 
about not giving you m ore?” 


But before we can so rebuke his 
selfishness, we have first to reg­ 
ister its existence behind his front 
of affection for us.

The National Urban League in New York has “ deplored” 
public indifference to the “ hunger” of some 23,000 illegiti­ 
mate children in Louisiana whose mothers were dropped 
from the relief rolls in compliance with a new state law. 
The league sounded a brassy note of bigotry of its own pe- 
cular kind because, it said, most of those affected were 
Negroes. But the law contains no such discriminatory tex t 
or intent. It only discriminates against females who try to 
use their procreativ e faculty and the natural results to qual­ 
ify for tax -paid incomes which had been, in many cases, 
lav ish bey ond the ex pectations of better citizens who support 
their own children and pay those tax es. 
Bu t 
in 
Boston, 
w here 
Ju dge 
Frank J. Donohu e, of the Su ffolk 
Su perior 
Cou rt, 
cu rrently 
deals 
angry ju stice to fathers who are 
brou ght before 
him for wilful non­ 
su pport of their children, N egroes 
are 
the 
m inority . 
The 
U rban 
Leagu e's lam ent does not charge 
discrim ination in Boston. 


In six weeks, 40 fathers were 
found guilty at J udge D onohu e's 
bar and 20 went 
to prison 
for 
two-y ear term s and two for four 
y ea rs. Sev en were able to pro­ 
duce about $4,000 In ov erdue pay ­ 
m ents a fter they had spent a 
week In jail and the rest of the 
40 laid down $0,000 on the judge’* 
bench to keep out of ja il. 


Ju dge Donohu e said desertion of 
sm all children wa* a heartless and 
contem ptible thing, a them e not 
em phasized in the U rban L eagu e's 
com plaint althou gh the leagu e's pu r­ 
v iew cov ers a rea s of terrible tra g ­ 
edy cau sed by u npardonable inde­ 
cency . He added tha t the tax pay er 
has enou gh difficu lty su pporting his 
own fam ily and tha t som e of the 
delinq u ent* w ere liv ing higher than 
law-abiding tax pay ers who w ere 
footing their costs. In Septem ber, 
a lone, Boston paid $8 25,624 in aid 
to dependent children, m any of 
them v ictim* of criminal desertion. 
Of 
cou rse 
illegitim a te 
children 
w ere am ong the whole number. 
It is im possible to reca ll the 
fact* of the m a tter in the da y s be­ 
fore “ •ocia l” pressure forces de­ 
creed that the k w est ty pes of the 
human ra ce were entitled to finan­ 
cia l subsidies. The traffic wa s a 
trickle aa sta tistics were not kept. 
But the result* of this depar­ 
ture 
ha v e 
been 
v iewed 
with 
a la rm and disgust. 
In Media. P a ., a suburb of Phil­ 
adelphia, J udge Arthur P. Breth- 
•rick charged 
a grand jury in 
March, 19 58 , tha t 33 per cent of the 
children “ processed” at the D ela ­ 
wa re County health centers were 
illegitim a te. He sa id Rom* women 
had a* m a ny a s IO or l l illegiti­ 
m a te children, and adv ocated a 
new la w to be entitled “ the promis­ 
cuous bearing of Illegitim a te chil­ 
dren.” 
“ Common prostitute* are pun­ 
ished sev erely ,” J udge Bretherick 
sa id. “ But we perm it women to 
sell their bodies for the stea dy pay ­ 
m ents they receiv e from our tax es. 
“ It is a lucra tiv e business v en­ 
ture all a t the ex pense of ta x pa y ­ 
ers m a ny of whom ha v e a sev ere 
struggle to ra ise their legitim a te 
children. The punishment should be 
three months for the third illegiti­ 
m a te child,” allowing a woman 
two fa lse steps free of penalty , 
“ four months for the fourth and 
so on. There should be a fine of 
$100 in ea ch ca se.” 
In March, 19 58 , the Washington 
Star reported that in the District 
of Columbia illegitim a te children 
were consuming 18 per cent of 
the local welfare budget of about 
$3,000,000 
a y ea r. The juv enile 
court wa s try ing to collect from 
the fathers of 3,000 children bom 
out of wedlock, but there was 


strong 
resista nce 
among 
the 
mothers them selv es. The m a les 
were elusiv e and the mothers 
were practical women without 
romantic dreams. An unenforce­ 
able court order a ga inst an a b­ 
sent sire was no comfort, but the 
relief office Is a lwa y s there and 
nev er broke. 


Lou isiana 
u sed to pay $6 4 a 
m onth for the first dependent child 
of a m other; $81 for the second and 
$9 8 for the third. When the score 
reached sev en her incom e jam m ed. 
H er 
eighth 
and 
ensu ing 
babies 
w ere her own hard lu ck — and 
theirs. Bu t the hou sehold incom e 
w as deem ed plenty for a hou sefu l, 
with 
pru dent 
m anagem ent. 
The 
u nwed father cou ld pu t his feet u p 
and slosh gin a t his ease. The 
m other of an illegitim ate brood 
w as req u ired to nam e the sire or 
a reasonable su spect, bu t too often 
the roster of nom inees resem bled 
a ju ry list. So the sta te adopted 
the am endm ent which the U rban 
Leagu e resents, ignoring m orals 
and eq u ity . 


Gov ernor Jim m ie Dav is retorted 
tha t the m others of the 23.000 chil­ 
dren stricken from the Lou isiana 
rolls w ere prostitu tes, and denied 
tha t any child wa* starv ing as the 
leagu e had said. 
In Indianapolis, L ester H u nt, of 
the News, du g diligently bu t with 
pathetic final resu lts. Boy friends 
prowled the back stairs. H u sbands 
sneaked hom e in the dead of night 
All concerned nev er had It so good 
The U rban Leagu e has an in 
alienable 
right 
to 
deplore

Then he went back to India and 
helped lay the groundwork for the 
Ramakrishna mission, which now

As Kidnapper 
Is Aecjuitted 


CHICAGO 
The United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals has direct­ 
ed that a w om an who has serv ed 
nearly a y ear in prison on a kid-1 
napmg charge be acquitted. 
The order Thursday rev ersed the 
first Illinois conv iction of a w o m ­ 
an under the Lindbergh kidnaping 
law. 
The 
defendant, 
Mrs. 
Dianne I 
Varner. 30, w as conv icted by a 
U.S. District Court ju ly on Dec. I 
21. 19 59 , of kidnaping J am es Lloy d 
Vickers, 18 w eeks o il, in Chicago 
and taking him across a state line 
to Gary , Ind., where FBI agents 
arrested her. 
She w as sentenced to 15 y ears 
and is now in the W oman's R e­ 
form atory 
at 
Alderson, 
W. Va., 
where she has serv ed l l months. 
The court of appeals ruled that 
omission of the word “ ransom ” 
made the indictment of the w o m ­ 
an faulty . The cein t pointed out i 
that Mrs. Varner w as indicted un-1 
der 
the 
Lindbergh 
kidnap 
law 
which uses the words “ and hold 
for ransom or reward or other­ 
w ise .” 
The 
indictment 
omitted 
“ ransom ” and read, “ and hold for 
reward or other reasons.” 
The three judge court remanded 
the case to the lower court with I 
instructions that Mis. Varner be 
acquitted. This would prev ent the 
gov ernment from seeking a new 
indictment against her. 
The woman, a former dice girl. 
prev iously 
w as 
conv icted 
of 
a 
similar kidnaping of a 
child 
in 
Amarillo, Tex ., ai 1 serv ed three 
y ears in a federal reformatory . 
In both cases, she w as working 


as a baby sitter when she dis­ 
appeared with 
the children. She 
told authorities she could not hav e 
a child and wanted one.
